MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  Services 
of  the  County  for  the  year  ended  .31st  December,  1943. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  17.6  compared  with  17.2  for  1942. 
The  comparative  figure  for  England  and  M'ales  was  16.5. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  ligiire  was  44.5  compared  with  5.5.3  for  1942. 

Seven  mothers  died  during  childbirth,  giving  a rate  per  l,(ltlt}  births 
of  4.5. 

Many  imiwrtant  legislative  proposals  have  been  considered,  and  the 
1 ecommendations  of  the  RushelifTe  Repoi  t ha'’e  been  put  into  operation. 

I have  to  thank  the  Committee  for  its  continued  support.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 
AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  County  War  Memorial  Hospital,  Haverfordwest,  has  an  ambu- 
lance which  is  available  for  the  greater  part  of  the  County. 

An  ambulance  is  stationed  at  Begelly  Isolation  Hospital  for  In- 
fectious Cases. 

Civil  Defence  Ambulances  are  also  available  under  certain  circum- 
stances, by  arrangement. 

In  addition.  Red  Cross  and  St.  John  Ambulances  are  stationed  at 
Tenby  and  Pembroke  Dock. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  established  at  Carmar- 
then has  extended  its  activities  to  Include  Pathological  as  well  as  Bac- 
teriological investigations. 

This- Laboratory  has  carried  out  examinations  of  all  Diphtheria 
swabs — Investigations  Into  Dysentery  and  Suspected  Tvphoid  outbreaks 
— undulant*  fever,  etc.,  etc. 

The  speedy  co-operation  of  ofhcers  of  the  Laboratory  is  greatly 
appreciated- 
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NL^ING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  County  Nursing  Association  co-ortlinates  the  work  of  44  Distric-t 
Nursing  Associations  which  employ  50  nurses,  of  whom  2 are  Queen’s 
nurses,  6 ex-Queen's,  18  hospital-trained  (non-Out*en  s),  21  Village 

nurses  and  3 Assistants.  There  is  also  one  Emergency  nurse  . 

Cars  are  being  used  by  34  District  nurses  anti  telephones  are  now 
installed  in  the  homes  of  30  nurses. 

MIDWIVES. 

During  the  year  74  Midwives  noitlled  their  intention  of  practising  in  the 
county.  11  District  Nurses  left  during  the  year,  2 for  marriage,  2 through 
illness,  4 owing  to  domestic  reasons,  2 for  hospital  posts  and  1 on  com- 
pletion of  their  contract.  13  appointments  were  made,  of  whom  1 ^^;as 
an  ex-Queen’s  nurse,  7 hospital-trainetl  (non-Queeiys),  3 village  mid- 
wives, 1 hospital-trained  (non-midwife),  and  1 assistant.  2 of  the 
existing  vacanc'cs  were  filled  through  the  Ministry  of  Labour’s  Appoint- 
ments Qlficer,  Swansea. 

The  total  number  of  cases  taken  by  midwives  during  the  year  1943 
was  9.58,  wliich  was  a decrease  of  42  cases  on  the  previous  year,  probably 
tine  to  the  greater  number  of  cases  admitted  into  hospitals.  The  cases 
delivered  at  Institutions  increased  bv  7.3, ’making  the  total  for  the  year 
34(i. 

REPORT  OF  THE  RUSHCLIFFE  SALARIES’  COMMITTEE  AND 

ITS  EFFECTS. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Ru^'hclllTe  Salarie.s’  Committee  have 
been  accepted  en  bloc  by  District  Narsing  Associations  and  tbls  has 
helped  greatly  in  securing  satisfactory  nurses  for  the  exsiting  vacancies. 
The  recommendations  applv  as  from  1st  .\pril,  1943,  and  all  the  District 
Nurses  benefit  thereby.  The  salaries  of  district  nurse-midwlves  with 
Queen’s  district  training  was  rai.sed  from  about  £210  to  a maximum  of 
£.340 : those  of  district  nurse  mhlwives  who  are  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  were 
raised  from  about  £196  to  a maximum  of  £.310  ; while  a village  nurse- 

midwife’s  salary  was  raised  ''from  £167  to  a maximum  of  £270.  They 

are  also  allowed  uniform,  laundry,  and  professional  equipment,  and  a 
means  of  transport. 

The  recominendations  also  include  a icduction  in  hours  of  duty, 

more  olT-duty  time,  and  a higher  rate  of  sick  jxiy  covering  a longer 

period.  The  _ RushclilTe  Committee  recommend  that  the  salary  of  a 
County  Superintendent  of  Nurses  and  Insiiector  of  Mid  wives  should  range 
f™')'  to  £5.5(1  according  to  length  of  service^,  and  that  a Health 

\lsitors  salary  be  increased  to  a scale  of  £270  by  £10  to  £360  according 
to  length  of  service  and  qualifications. 

CIVIL  NURSING  RESERVE. 

_ On  December  31st,  194.3,  there  were  85  full-time  members  registered 
in  Pembrokeshire,  as  well  as  119  part-time  members.  They  are  all 
unckertaking  some  form  of  nursing,  either  in  hospital  or  First  .-Vid  Posts. 

Of  the  85  full-tinie_  mobile  members,  9 are  fully  trained,  15  are  assist- 
ants, and  61  auxiliaries,  only  115  of  the  auxiliaries  are  immobile,  the 
rest  are  prepared  to  serve  anywhere  in  England  or  Wales.  All  persons 
accepted  for  enrolment  during  194.3  were  fulltime  mobile  members,  and 
the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service  have  submitted  the  names 
of  many  candidates. 

During  the  year  the  Countv  Superintendent,  as  Area  Organiser  of 
the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve,  dealt  with  40  applications.  Interviews  and 
medical  examinations  were  carried  out.  8 applicants  were  rejecteil  as 
unsuitable  for  the  nursing  iirofesslon.  P.adges  and  uniforms  have  been 
issued  to  all  successful  caPdidates..  IS  nurses  resigned  during  the  year 
to  undertake  their  General  Training  in  Hospital. 
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HOSPITALS  (PUBLIC  AND  VOLUNTARY).  , 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITALS. 

There  are  two  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals,  one  in  the  North  am! 
one  in  the  South  of  the  County,  ami,  in  addition,  I'^j'lwyswrw  Ilos])ital  is 
retained  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  small-pox. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hosjatal  in  the  North  at  Glandovan  is  for 
evacuee  children,  whilst  the  South  Hospital  at  Begelly  caters  for  the 
ordinary  population. 


GENERAL  HOSPITALS. 

W'ar  conditions  and  Increased  population  have  to  some  e.xtent 
strained  the  re.sources  of  the  Hosintals,  but  the  permanent  staff,  ably 
aided  by  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  and  Volunteer  Nurses,  have  carried 
out  their  duties  most  elbciently. 

There  are  now  three  Red  Cross  Auxiliary  Hospitals  in  the  County, 
Scolton,  Ffynone  and  Pentre. 

Annexes  have  been  opened  in  Fishguard,  at  Manor  House,  and 
at  Woodlands,  Tenby. 

All  three  Public  Assistance  Hospitals,  Haveifordwest,  Narberth 
and  Woodbine,  have  been  greatly  Improved.  Woodbine  Hospital, 
Pembroke,  has  now  a well-equipped  Maternity  Ward,  X-Ray  Plant  and 
an  Operating  Theatre. 


TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITALS. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  carried  out  in  Pembrokeshire,  as 
thrtnighout  Wales,  by  the  King  Edward  VI 1.  W’elsh  National  Memorial 
,\ssociation.  The  Association  provides  and  maintains  two  Hospitals  in 
the  County — Sealyhaiu  Hospital,  30  beds,  15  males  and  15  females  ; 
and  Kensington  Hospital,  St.  Brides,  mainly  for  surgical  tuberculosis 
in  children,  with  110  beds.

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CHILDREN  ACT,  1908. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  UO,  a 
register  of  all  children  kept  by  persons,  other  than  relatives,  for  gain. 
All  persons  who  Intend  to  board  a child  for  gain  must  obtain  jirlor  sanc- 
tion. Inspection  is  carried  out  from  time  to  time  by  the  Visitors,  and 
any  necessary  action  is  taken. 

UNMARRIED  MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS,  AND 
HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

No  Institutional  provision  is  made  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegiti- 
mate infants,  and  motherless  children,  in  the  County,  other  than  that 
provided  at  the  various  Public  Assistance  Institutions,  but  great 
assistance  has  been  obtained  from  the  Organising  Secretary  of  the  St. 
David’s  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee,  who  has  been  successful 
in  arranging  for  supervision  of  several  unmarried  mothers. 

NURSING  HOMES  REGISTRATION  ACT,  1927.- 

The  two  Registered  Homes  in  the  County  have  been  periodically 
inspected  and  found  to  fulhl  the  necessary  requirements. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  1943  was  4.5  deaths  per  1,000 
births,  compared  with  3.2  for  1942.

The  clinics  which  are  lield  at  the  County  Hospital  are  supervised 
by  Mr.  Rocyn  -lones,  F.R.C.S.,  and  are  held  in  conjunction  with  school 
and  adult  clinics. 

44  children  under  5 years  were  examined,  of  whom  14  were  new 
cases. 

Remedial  exercises,  etc.,  are  carried  out  by  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse, 
either  at  the  Centres  or  the  homes.  157  visits  were  paid  to  the  homes 
of  patients. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

In  1942  a General  Practitioners  Scheme,  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Diseases  locally,  was  put  into  operation,  the  obect  being  to 
allow  patients  to  be  treated  without  loss  of  working  time. 

The  Scheme  has  now  been  in  operation  long  enough  to  Indicate 
tliat  successful  results  are  being  obtained. 

An  additional  Centre  was  opened  at  Narberth  to  provide  better 
facilities  in  that  area. 

The  Visiting  Venereologist  visits  the  doctors  appointed  under  the 
Schcixie  and  centrally  supervises  the  work,  in  addition  to  acting  in  the 
capacity  of  consultant.

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  48  notified  cases  and  only  1 deatli  during  the  year,  and 
the  general  incidence  is  now  showing  a marked  reduction. 

In  1941,  164  cases  were  notified,  and  96  cases  in  1942.

SCABIES. 

The  incidence  of  this  infection  continued  high  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year,  but  during  the  second  half  few  new’  cases  were  reported. 

School  children  were  treated  by  the  District  Nurses  at  the  Clinics 
or  at  their  homes.  Adult  members  of  Infected  families  were  referred 
to  their  own  doctors  for  treatment  and  where  necessary,  were  treated 
at  Priory  Mount  Hospital,  where  also  the  treatment  of  transferred  war 
workers  was  undertaken.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  arrangement  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tiibercnlosls  m the 
County  is  carried  out  by  the  King  Edward  N H.  elsh  ^atlollal  Memo- 
rial Association. 

Thirtv-four  deaths  were  attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  com- 
pared with  43  for  1942.  In  addition,  seven  deaths  were  recorded  as  being 
due  to  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  notifications  are  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Oflicer 
weekly  by  the  District  Medical  Olhcers,  and  copies  are  forwarded  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Physician.  ^
